| LONDON, June 1ſt, 1682, 
His Day the Seſſions of Oyer and Terminer , began at tht 
Seſſions Houſe in Old Bayly , holden there for the City of 
London , County of Middl. ſex, and Goal-Delivery of Newgate, 
wntil the 2d. of the aforeſaid inflant , Where the Proceedings were 


as followeth. 

Elizabeth Hunt was Indicted for picking the Pocket of Mary Rome, of 
25 ſhillings 3 the manner (as it appeared tobe upon Evidence) was thus : 
The Proſecutor going through a narrow | ane in Che:pſide, to avoid be- 
ing- hurt by a Coach that was coming ſtood up in a door way, where- 


upon the Priſoner and two more, _— to be of her Gang, a

her ap, and in the mean while the Priſoner picked her Pocket, delivering 
the Money to the Comrades, who went off with it 3 but the Proſecutor 
immediatcly perceiving that ſhe was robbed , apprehended the Priſoner, 
who delired her to make no noiſe and (ſhe would give her ſatisfattion,agd 
thereupon pulled out a conſiderable parcel of Money, but upon her Tryal 
ſhe denied it, but the proots being plain, not only by another Witneſs, 
but alſo by her former Confeſſion, ſhe was found Guilty. 

Katherine Cook was Indicted for Stealing ſcaven Silver Spoons from 
Sir Robert Jaſon, in the Pariſh of St. Dunſtans in the Weſt 5 She at that 
time living with him in the nature of a Servant, which appeared upon 
Evidence thus : The Spoons which were judg'd to the value of 3 pounds, 


being ufed at Dinner, they were delivered to her to make clean, when | 


as ſhe carried them into the Pantry , from whence ſhe alledged , they 
were conveyed by a Woman that came in to ask whether ſuch a perſon 
did not live there, naming a ſtrange hamez but the Witnels Swore, 
that upon her Maſters charging her with the Fellony , ſhe offered to 
pay one half of the value; but ſhe a——__ ſeveral Witneſles to teſti- 
fie her Honeſty and good Behaviour in her former Services , and there 
being no poſitive proof that ſhe ſtole them, ſhe was acquitted. 

Lydia Littleworth was Tryed for Robbing William Theed her Maſter, 
in the Pariſh of St. Afichaels in the Quzerry, on the 5th. of A24ay laſt, and 
taking from him four broad pieces of Gold , four Guinnies, three and 
twenty Shillings in Silver, four Gold Rings, and ſome other things, the 
which ſhe delivered to a Woman to keep for her, and upon inquiry ab- 
ſolutely denied the Faq; but the Woman ſuſpeCting fhe had ſtole rhe 
Gold, made inquiry, fo that the Evidence being plain againſt her, ſhe 
in Court confe -d that the took the Moncy , capieſling u great deal 


of ſorrow for her Wickedneſfs, and upon the Jury*s return of their Yer- . 


di, ſhe was found Guilty, 

. Ann gland had an Indidtment preferred againſt her, for taking three 
Shillings privily from the perſon of Elizabeth Bennet, a Butchers Wife, 
on the 20th. of Afay laſt, the Circumſtances, as they appeared upon 
Oath, being theſe: The Priſoner coming to her Stall in Homney-Lene- 
Market, under pretence of buying a Neck of Veal, began to queſtion 
the Sweetneſs of it, deſiring the Proſecutor to ſmell, the which whilſt 
ſhe was doing, the Priſoner watching her opportunity, put her hand in- 
to her Apron-pocket, and taking her Money departed; but within a 
few hours, ſhe was taken doing ſuch another Exploit ; to this ſhe plead- 
ed Innocence, but it plainly appearing ſhe was an old Offender, and the 
Proſecutor Swearing poſitively that ſhe was the Woman: that Robbed 
her, the Jury found her- Guilty. | 

John Cotton of the Pariſh of St. Mary Matpellier,otherwiſe White-Chap- 
pel, was Indicted for Stealing a Hood and Scarfe from Judith Wheeler ; 
whereupon (having well learnt his Leſſon in Newgate) he pleaded Guil- 
ty to that and all other Inditments within the benefit of the Clergy. 

Abraham Kent was Tryed for Stealing Iron Bolts for Ships and other 
things, from James Teames of Wapping, on the 13th, of April laſt ; one 
of them upon Evidence, appearing to be found in his Breeches, yet he 
denied that he ever Stole any , but that coming through the Yard, he 
gathered up ſome Chips, amongſt which was the Bolt 3 then being = 
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« {e]l-iaro-e-molt. piteous. Condution, Swelligng.all over her Body , which 
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manded why he concealed it in his Breeches, he alledged that hisBreeches 
being Ragged, ic droped into them contrary to his knowledge; bur theſe 
lilly exculcs excuſed him not, for it appearing that he was a Notorious 
Pilterer, the Jury brought him in Guilty. 

Thomas Hermitage was [ndi&ted for Robbing the Lady 1/:l/;amſes houſe 
on the 10h. of April, and taking thenze two Feather-Beds, a pair of 
Grates, Coverleds, Carpets, and Linnen, to a conſiderable value, which 
upon ſearch, were found at a Broakers, where he had diſpoſed of them, 
whereupon he pleaded Guilty to the Inditment. 

Robert $utor, late Servant to the Earl of Arglaſs, deceaſed , was In- 
dicted for Robbing w://;am Crelling his Lords Gentleman, by breakin 
open a door , and taking thence a Pormantle, in which was a Gold 
Pendilum Watch, valued at 14 pounds, a Gold Locket and Gold But- 
tons, 28 pieces of broad Gold, 21 Guinnies, 25 Shillings in Silver, a 
Siver-Hilted Sword, and other things of value, taking them from the a- 
foreſaid Earls Houſe in Druerg-Lane, on the the 7th. paſt, ' for which, 
upon his being Apprehended , he confeſſed that he was privy to the 
Robbery, but that it was not he.that committed it, but an 7riſþ Man 
whom he named , alledging that he Renched the door with a Fork, 
and then taking the Pormantle, perſwaded him to go with him, which 
he conſemted to, and that for his ſhare he gave him the Watch and 20 
Guinnies, which Watch was taken about him, but with the Money he 
had bought a Horſe, but upon his Tryal he at firſt denied what he 
had faid ; but finding the Evidence to be ſtrong againſt him, he again 
confeſſed the Fact, and thereupon was found Guilty. 


A Woman was Tryed for Stealing ſeveral pieces of Silk oue of a 
Shop in Pater-noſter-Row, on the 20th, of May laſt, which being taken 


about her e're ſhe could diſpoſe of it, notwithſtanding ſhe pleaded thar 
they were given her by a ſtrange Woman; ' that Excuſe prevailed not, 
for ſhe was found Guilty. 

William Stafford a Life-Guard-Man, was Indidted for Killng Mr. Round- 
waite, another of the Guards, on the 16th. of May laſt, which upon E- 
vidence, appeared as followeth: The Priſoner and the Deceaſed came 
into a Field near Knightsbyidge , where they equally drew, and made 
ſeveral Paſſes at each other, and often pauſing, fought again, which 
they continued till the deceaſed received ſeven Wounds, one of which 
was under the left Pap, 7 Inches, infomuch that he fell to the ground; 
whereupon the Priſoner walked off, but being purſued, was taken, the 
Priſoner pleaded that he came to takea friendly walk with the decea- 
ſed, and that being in the Fields, the deceaſed drew upon him, and that 
what he did was in the defence of his lifes and indeed, there being no 
kind of former Malice between them proved in Court, the Priſoner was 
found Guilty of Mans-ſlaughter only. ; 

ane Kent , a Woman of about 60 years of Age, was Indicted for 
itch-Craft, and uſing ſeveral Diabolick Arts, whereby ſhe compaſſed 
the death of ohe Elizabeth Chamblet, a Girl about 5 years of Age; the 
Father.of the deceaſed gave Evidence, that ſhe firſt Bewitched his Swine, 
hy reaſon ſhe having bargained with him for two Pigs, which he refuſed 
to deliver her without Money ; and that a while after his Daughter

was diityiotired after a ftrange rate: He farther depoled, that ſhe alſo Be. 
witched his Wife , ard that aiter the death of his Daughter, he went to 
one Dr. Hifpfs in Spirtle-Fields, who adviſed him to taks a quart of his 
Wives water, the pairing of her Nails, ſome of her Hair, and ſuch like, 
and boy] them, which he did, ina Pipkin, at which time he Swore he 
heard the Priſoners voice at his door, and that ſhe Scretmed out as if ſhe 
were Murdered, and that the next day ſhe appeared to be much ſwelled 
and bloated: A Woman thar ſearched her likewiſe Swore. that ſhe had 
2 Teat on lier back, and unuſual Holes bel:1nd her ears: A Coach-man 
lik.cw1:c Swore, that upon his refuſing to carry her and her Goods , his 
Coach over:hrew 3 but ſhe producing Evidence that ſhe had lived honeſt- 
ly, and wa: a great pains-taker, and that ſhe went to Church , with 
many other Circumſtances, the Jury found her not Guilty. | 

Captain Purſell who was lately Committed to Newgate, upon the ac- 
count of v;olently forcing Mrs. Se/leger out of her Coach, upon Hounſlow- 
Heath, petitioned the Court that he might be admitted of Bail ; but the 
Court repiyed, There was an Indidtment intended againſt him for 
reliouy 3 pon which, the Gentleman that brought the Petition, de- 
ied that ae might be Tryed , whereupon the Court replyed, If the 
Evidence tor the King were ready he might. 

Ann Hix was Indicted for Robbing the houſe of Fare Kinthorne , in 
the Pariſ?: of St. Gilis's in the Fields, about two years ſince , but it aps 
pearing tnat the Priſoner had taken them into her Cuſtody, by order 
of the Proſecutor, to ſecure them from being taken by the Landlord for 
Rent, the Jury acquitted the Priſoner, and the Prulecutor received a 
C9" TCraet. 

Join Welling, a Youth about 12 years of age, was iuiictcd for 
ing a Gentlewomans Pocket in Howeg-Lane, of 9 Shillings, which ap- 
pearing plain, he was found Guilty. 

7oln Jolnſon was Indicted for breaking open the Chamber of Chiſto- 
phcr Turner, a Gentleman of the Temple, on the 28th. of May laſt, and 
for Aſlaulting a Lanmareſs that was then in the Chamber where it was, 
proved that he broke open the Chamber door with an Iron, after he had 
attempted to pick the Lock, and found it Bolted ; then entring and find- 
ing-the Laundreſs there, he {wore an Oath that he was betrayed, yet pull- 
ed out a Piſtol, he ſet it to her breaſt, and bid her kneel, and ſwear ſhe 
would nor diſcover him, which at preſent ſhe promiſed, but afterwards 
ſhutting her {If into a Study, aud cryed out, fo that he beiag purſued 
was taken with much difficulty, and now being found Guilty, was 
Fined 20 pounds. 

Henry Arnold was Tryed for picking the Pocket of one Yox, of a 
Watch, and Silver Tobacco-Box, but for want of Evidence, the Jury 
acquited him, 

Iohn Luſh was likewiſe Indicted for breaking open the Chamber of Squire Hcyle 
in the T exple,and ſtealing Silk Curtains and other things,to the worth of above 2c 
for which he was found Guilty,
